REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board and Citizets 
of the Piermont School District: 


On May Ist I assumed the supervision of the public 
schools of this district. The statistics for the school year 
1929-1930 follow this report. The supervisory comment 

is on the current school year. 


(ri? 


Instruction 


[It appeared advisable to the Schooi Board and Su- 
perintendent to close the River school and transport the 
pupils to the village. This is in the general line with the 
tendency in the state and country at large. Experience 
shows that the majority of children progress faster in 
larger classes where there is competition and opportun- 
ity for group work. Undoubtedly children receive a 
broader. education in a two-room village school than can 
be generally realized in the rural school. At present there 
are seventeen pupils in the primary room, which 1s a 
good number to work with, giving ample time for drill 
in the fundamentals. In the grammar room there are 
thirty-two, which is not an unusually, heavy lead for 
teacher when restricted to the four upper grades. Large 
classes in the upper grades are much less likely to suf- 
fer lack of motivation than in the lower classes, as the 
children are older and have more inittative. It is reason- 
able to expect that this consolidation will effect a sub- 
stantial financial saving. | 


It is the recommendation of the Superintendent that 
the Rodiman school be closed at the end of the current 
vear and the scholars be transported to the two-room 
school at Pike, provided that arrangements can be made 
with the School Board of that district, or to the Brook 
school. The present enrollment of the Rodiman school is 
seven. The difficulty of transporting will be yaieq anaum 
is undoubtedly true a day might be lost ‘now and again 
in winter. On the other hand, these days could probably 
be offset by special effort on the part of parents to send 
their children to school every possible day when the wea- 
ther is good. Again there would probably be a notice- 
able financial saving. 


Survey 


An educational survey of the district has just been 
completed by means of the New Stanford Achievement 
Testa battery of 762 responses for the grades above the 
third. This test covers.a wide range of ‘elementary sub- 
jects. We have definite standards of averages of hun-. 
dreds of pupils who have taken the same tests. This en- 
ables us to compare the progress of classes, grade by 
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grade, with the schools throughout the country, to de- 
termine the accomplishment of pupi!s within the grade, 
to prescribe remedial work and to shift the emphasis of 
instruction to subjects that need the most attention. Of- 
ten times these tests lead to immediate promotion. While 
it is not a wise policy to urge children beyond their hmi- 
tations and capahilities, nevertheless children who show 
a grasp of fundamental subjects one to two years be- 
yond their grade standard, may usually be sately placed 
in groups where there is a real challenge to their inter- 
esteand ability. Each child has seen the graph of’ his 
own test and the Superintendent or teacher has had a 
personal conference with the pupil. As a result of these 
tests emphasis will for some time be placed on oral read- 
ing and literature. The standard of intelligence of any 
community can be largely gauged by what the people 
are reading for instruction and pleasure. 


Health 


Meeerie district is fortunate in having a school nurse. 
Miss Underhill reports 36 school visits and 27 home vis- 
its. It is lamentable that so many parents are apparently 
iidvrerent to the health reports of the nurse: Ninety- 
Mine cases of under weight, defective teeth, diseased ton- 
sils, defective breathing, defective. vision, etc., were re- 
ported last year’and only 23 were apparently corrected. 
This is a correction of only 23%. Children’ can not do 
their best work when suffering physical discomfiture 
and furthermore, neglect of all these important matters 
often leads to physical handicap throughout life. Is it 
fair to a child or a teacher to expect good scholastic re- 
sults when the child is in poor pliysical condition? I 
venture the prediction that if the majority of physical 
defects were corrected it would act favorably on the 
scholarship of the district. 


Financial 


The budget of the School Board 1s attached. The 
district showed assets of $569.48 at the end of the schoo! 
year. This is a conservative balance for the amount ol 
business done. It would appear now that there will be a 
balance at the end of this year of approximately $1,500. 
I believe that the School Board is operating the schools 
as economically as is consistent with efhciency. About 
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41% of the budget goes for teachers’ salaries and to at- 
tract and hold good teachers the district cannot curtail 
on this item. The teachers’ salaries are about the aver- 
age for the State. Twenty percent goes for transporta- 
tion. This is for the most part required by law and is 
fairly stable. Fourteen percent goes for high sehool 
tuition, which is obligatory and fixed. It would appear 
then that 75% of the budget is practically stationary and 
that the schools are being economically organized. The 
per pupil cost has decreased rom $111.14 to $102.45 this 
vear, while the average throughout the state increased 
from $83.35 to $84.00 during the same period. 


Conclusion 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my ap- 
preciation of the cooperation of members of the School 
Board, teachers and citizens. It is a pleasure and privi- 
lege to work in such a congenial atmosphere, fopaie 
parents I wish to state that I shall be glad to make an 
appointment at almost any time to talk over the prob- 
lems of your children with the teacher. I believe firmly 
in such conferences when carried in a spirit of hearty 
cooperation. The more school people know children and 
parents the better will be. therresults:
